Break Forecast in Long Heat 
Wave From Rockies to Atlantic 


CHICAGO, July 25 (AP).—The 
prolonged heat wave showed signs 
of ending today as a mass of cool 
air advanced from the northwest. 


Cooler air began moving eastward 
last night, bringing relief to Mon- 
tana, Wyoming, the Dakotas and 
parts of Minnesota. 

Forecasters said the air mass 
would overspread the Upper Mis- 
sissippi Valley and Great Lakes 
region by tomorrow night and 
should reach the Atlantic seaboard 
by Saturday. 

Thundershowers promised tem- 
porary relief today for most of the 
Middle West and much to the East. 
Temperatures, however, remained 
abnormally high from the Rockies 
to the Atlantic, 

At least 338 deaths were attrib- 
uted directly or indirectly to the 
hot spell, more than a week old in 
some sections. There were 131 heat 
fatalities and 207 drownings. In ad- 
dition more than a half-dozen per- 
sons weré killed by lightning. 

Most of the heat deaths were re- 
corded in the Middle West. Illinois 
had 24, Minnesota and Pennsylva- 


Temperatures above 100 were 
common in the Middle West yester- 
day. The mercury rose to 116 de- 
grees at Beloit, Kan. and Long 
Pine, Neb. 


In Denver the temperature 
reached 99, the highest on July 24 
in 68 years. The temperature in 
Chicago was 101, the highest in 
four years and a six-year high of 
105 was recorded in La Porte, Ind.

Then he pulled 
me off the car step and hit me 
three times with his fist. I drew 
my pocket knife, opened it and 
cut him. We got on the car and 
I gave the knife to my brother.” 

Buckley, stabbed in the abdomen 
and cut on the chest and arms, 
was assisted to the sidewalk.

Shipment Being Prepared at New York— 
Vaults Crowded There Because of Heavy 


From Europe. 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP).— 
The Treasury started packing about 
five billion dollars worth of gold 
at New York today for mailing to 
Fort Knox, Ky. 

An army of guards, composed of 
postal inspectors, secret service 
men and regular army squads, is 
being mobilized to accompany the 
metal. Technically, Postmaster- 
General Farley will be in charge, 
because the gold will go as regis- 
tered mail. The Treasury will pay 
the Postoffice about $1,000,000 in 
postage. 

Gold has been coming from Eu- 
rope to New York so fast—as much 
as $400,000,000 in one week—that 
vaults here are crowded. 

The Treasury accordingly  ob- 
tained a $1,608,000 appropriation to 
ship some of it to the bombproof 
depository at the army’s mechan- 
ized cavalry center at Fort Knox. 

As soon as packing is completed 
and other arrangements are con- 
cluded, special trains will carry the 
metal in about $100,000,000 lots, 
but the schedule will not be dis- 
closed in advance. Each train will

They Decide Vice-Presiden- 
tial Nominee Shall Defer 
Political Activity Till Aft- 


er Notification. ; 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP).-- 
President Roosevelt and Secretary 


of Agriculture Wallace talked over 
campaign strategy for the first time 
today and decided that Wallace 
should not engage in any political 
activity until after ceremonies offi- 
cially notifying him of his vice- 
presidential nomination. 

Wallace told reporters that he 
and the President “talked matters 
over from various angles” and 
reached that decision. 

The notification ceremonies, he 
said, probably would take place 
about Aug. 20 “some place in Iowa.”

ARGENTINE CHANGE

HAVANA, July 25.—The Argen- 
tine delegation is playing such an 
obstructionist game at this, as at 
past Pan-American conferences, 
that some people are getting the 
impression that the United States’ 
plans for hemisphere’ defense 
against totalitarianism may be 
wrecked. This correspondent 
wishes to report, on the basis of 
careful investigation of all fac- 
tors, that neither Argentina nor 
any other Latin American repub- 
lic is going to succeed in blocking 
the United States’ hemispnere de- 
fense plan. 

Moreover, there is a strong pos- 
sibility that before the conference 
adjourns on July 30 Argentina may 
be showing a more co-operative at- 
titude. But whatever Argentina 
eventually decides to do, the Unit- 
ed States and the great majority 
of the American republics are go- 
ing to adopt a program designed 
effectively to resist encroachments 
of Germany, Italy or puppet Spain 
on this hemisphere. 

Secretary of State Hull and his 
associates doubtless will continue 
the polite and patient efforts to 
enlist Argentine co-operatien which 
they have so often employed in 
past conferences when the Argen- 
tineans were similarly obstruction- 
ist all down the line. But the 
times are sO much more critical 
than during previous Pan-Amer- 
flecan conferences that Hull, even- 
tually, is pretty certain to talk

Your economic problems are the 
toughest of the entire continent 
and would place the heaviest bur- 
den on us. If you prefer to fall 
into Germany’s hands rather than 
to co-operate loyally with us in de- 
fending all 21 republics against 
German encroachment, suit your- 
self. Study the history of Belgium 
and other European nations which 
sought to meet the German menace 
in the same equivocating manner 
as you apparently propose to meet 
it and consider whether the pros- 
pect is alluring. But whatever you 
do, those of us who are determined 
to defend our territories and insti- 
tutions against every sort of threat 
are not going to permit you to im- 
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pede our efforts.” 

I hasten to add that Hull has 
not spoken thus to me, nor, s0 
far as I know, has he yet spoken 
thus to Dr. Melo. But that is sub- 
stantially what every informed stu- 
dent of hemisphere strategy and 
economics knows to be the actual 
state of affairs and what a man 
of Hull's inflexible will and vigor- 
ous anti-totalitarian principles is 


bound to think and, if necessary, 
to do. 

The Argentineans, like some 
others, seem to have misconstrued 
Hull’s courtesy and patience as 
weakness permitting indefinite 
qguibbling and obstructionism, but 
that is a misreading of the char- 


acter of one of the most deter- 
mined and forceful men in Ameri- 
can public life. 

Argentine Opposition to Melo. 

But those most familiar with 
Argentina suggest the possibility 
that Dr. Melo and his associates 
may receive instructions to change 
their tactics from Buenos Aires. 
The solid financial community and 
the most influential business cir- 
cles are said to disapprove the tac- 
tics practiced by Dr. Melo and his 
chief, Foreign Minister Jose Maria 
Cantilo. These men, more than 
most Argentineans, suffer from the 
delusion that their nation is the 


most important in the Western 
Hemisphere. 

Cantilo is pro-Italian as a result 
of his diplomatic experience and 
is unhappy unless he is running 
everything, while Dr. Melo is an 
impractical, Nineteenth Century 
theorist. They and the other mem- 
bers of the delegation represent the 
reactionary wing of Argentine pol- 
itics, now ascendant through’ the 
illness of President Roberto M.

Cooler weather was forecast for the 
North Central States tonight or Friday 
with scattered thundershowers. Generally 
fair and comparatively cool weather also 
was promised for the Canadian wheat 
belt, with light showers in Alberta and 
the Peace River district. There were 
reports that temperatures at some points 
in the Northwest already were slightly 
lower. One point in South Dakota re- 
ported a reading of 68 degrees early this 
morning, compared with 84 at the same 
time yesterday. 

Continuation of hot weather, despite 
gecattered showers in both the wheat and 
corn belts, constituted the principal market 
factors inasmuch as reports of corn de- 
terioration were heard. Although al) the 
winter wheat, rye and most of the oats 
crops have been made, and thus are not 
affected by the present heat wave, corn, 
gome spring wheat and late oats are still 
vulnerable, crop experts said, as wel) as 
soybeans, some field seeds and garden 
produce. in some cases smal] grain ripen- 
ing is being hastened by the weather, but 
there have been reports of considerable 
premature ripening 

Inspections of hard red winter wheat in 
the Southwest indicate the quality is the 
best since 1937. Half of the wheat in- 
spected the first two weeks of July graded 
No. 1 compared with only 9 per cent that 
graded that high in the corresponding 
weeks last year. 

Bookings of corn to arrive from the 
eountry have increased materially recently, 
dealers here taking almost 200,000 bushels 
yesterday. Producers have the privilege 
ef redeeming 1937 and 1938 loan corn at 
58c with a storage allowance of 7c: How- 
ever, a two-year extension of loans on 
farm’ stored 1938 and 1939 corn, which 
matures a week from today, can be ar- 
ranged. 

Oats and rye also declined fractionally 
at times, although oats as well as corn 
ghowed small net gains at one stage.

He asked me whether I had ever 
been to Bayreuth. I replied that in 
my youth I had been an enthusias- 
tic student of music, and had often 
been at Bayreuth.

“I won’t discuss music,” said Hit- 
ler. “I know Thuille and these neo- 
romantics.

1 
don’t mean simply the music, but 
the whole revolutionary doctrine of 
civilization, down to the details that 
may seem trifling and immaterial.” 

Did I know, he continued, that 
Wagner had attributed much of the 
decay of our civilization to meat- 
eating? “I don’t touch meat,” said 
Hitler, “largely because of what 
Wagner says on the subject, and 
says, I think, absolutely rightly.” 
So much of the decay of our civili- 
zation had its origin in the abdomen 
—chronic constipation, poisoning of 
the juices, and the results of drink- 
ing to excess. He did not touch meat 
or alcohol, or indulge in the dirty 


ITLER recognized no predeces- 


tank or operate a machine gun or 
fill in a place on a direction finder 
team. But something else must 
follow and that is unit training, 
team training—the root of the 
matchless co-ordination which is 
the secret of the German success. 
Men must not only be trained to do 
their individual jobs; but teams— 
units—must be trained in the vari- 
ant missions that may fall to their 
lot in the field, in conjunction with 
other units of all types. This cannot 
be accomplished unless the men 
who are to compose our regular'| 
army have at least two years’ train-| 
ing. 

Hemisphere Duties. 


Remember that the duties of our 
regular army are, principally, the 
garrisoning of our overseas pos- 
sessions and the provision of a 
highly trained, instantly ready ex- 
peditionary force within the Unit- 
ed States for such fire-alarm du- 
ties within the Western Hemisphere 
as it may be called on to perform. 
This cannot be done by half-trained, 
unseasoned men. The Air Corps of 
the regular army must provide 
proper forces for the Overseas pos- 
sessions, for expeditionary service. 
and for long-range striking power 
which will be the basis of immedi- 
ate defensive measures against a 
sudden danger arising in the ocean 
in which our fleet, for the time be- 
ing, happens not to be. Again, these 
missions demand full training and 
immediate readiness. There can be 
no compromise with the national 
safety. 

As to immediate readiness, also, 
it is to be noted that either all 
organizations of the regular army 
must be maintained at full war 
strength, or there must be prompt- 
ly available a sufficient number of 
fully trained reservists -to bring 
them to war strength within a few 
hours—not a few weeks or months. 
This means that whatever military 
policy we now adopt should in- 
clude, as one of its features, the 
creation of such a reserve. 
Lessons for Youth. 

But aside from the creation of a 
fighting army, universal service 
may be said to have a second ob- 
jective, connected with national 
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tary power, that the registration 
of, say, 14,000,000 men does not 
mean that we can ever hope to 
raise an army anything like that 
size. Let us think clearly; let us 
know exactly what we are doing; 
let all of us know, not just the 
White House coterie and the gen- 
eral staff. 


Definite Pian Urged. 


Next, certain numbers of men, 
Scattered over certain age groups 
by percentages, are to be inducted 
into the service by selective proc- 
esses. Well and good; but,let it be 
quite clear just how many we need 
and for what specific purposes. 
Let us first of all, of course, have 


a plan for the national defense as| 


a whole. Let us see what part the 
army has to play in that plan; how 
much money will be available, how 
much in the way of resources; how 
much ought to be allotted to the 
army and to the navy and to oth- 
er services conducive to the na- 
tional safety. We do not have un- 
limited funds... We can spend too 
much on one thing to the detri- 
ment of the others if we are not 
careful. Let us not forget that 
we are primarily a sea power; that 
the instruments of sea power—a 
fleet, a long range air force, de- 
fended bases, a highly trained ex- 
peditionary army—are our first 
considerations. There may be oth-

But why 
must the acting head of the State Department, by 
publicly prodding the Soviet dictatorship, take the 
United States into a complex foreign quarrel in which 
it has no business? 

It is not to justify the Russian grab’to point 
out that this is part of a historical process which 
the United States cannot stop, even by throwing all 
its resources into Europe’s fiery furnace. The Baltic 
republics were carved from Czarist Russia by the 
peace treaties to serve as buffer states against the 
Bolsheviks. Their relative helplessness left them

LUAEMBOURG PRINCE 
VISITS ROOSEVELT 


Received With Royal Honors 
on Arrival— Luncheon at 
White House. 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP). — 
Prince Consort Felix of Luxem- 
bourg and his six children lunched 
with President Roosevelt at the 
White House today. 

Official honors were extended 
the Royal refugee family of the 
Duchy now overrun by the Ger- 
mans. They came here from An- 
napolis after a trans-Atlantic voy- 
age on the United States cruiser 
Trenton. 

In addition to Prince Felix and 
six young princc3; and princesses, 
guests at the luncheon included 
Sumner Welles, Acting Secretary 
of State and Mrs. Welles; the 
charge d’affairs of Luxembourg 
and Madame Le Gallais; and Jo- 
seph E. Davies, former minister 
both of Luxembourg and Belgium. 

Later the Royal refugees will go 
to Long Island, N. Y., for an in- 
definite stay at Davies’ home. 

Expressing gratification for the 
“magnanimous hospitality of this 
country,” Prince Felix said he could 
not say when his wife, the Grand 
Duchess Charlotte, would come 
to America, and added neither he 
nor his children would seek Ameri- 
can citizenship. ° 

“I cannot discuss any political 
question,” he said. “It is not my 
intention to act as an agent of my 
country here, but merery as a pri- 
vate citizen seeking safety and hap- 
piness.” 

The U. S. S. Trenton is complet- 
ing two years’ service as flagship 
of the navy’s special European 
Squadron. The royal refugees were 
brought as passengers at the re- 
quest of the Luxembourg Govern- 
ment, the State Department said. 

Officially, they will have the 
Same status as other refugees whose 
transportation has been under 
greater difficulties. There was vir- 
tually as much official attention for 
Prince Felix, however, as when he 
was a White House visitor under 
happier circumstances last year.

A Federal grand jury indictment 
yesterday listed 16 counts of mis- 
use of the mails and one of con- 
spiracy to obtain large donations 
on promises that members would 
become immortal. 

The indictment charged that the 
defendants “broke up homes among 
many of the members” and en- 
couraged divorce even where there 
were dependent children in teach- 
ing adherents to practice ‘absolute 
sex continence.”

ASE Q-105: Matilda V., aged 35, is a professional woman 
who also has a home and little boy to care for. “We are 
very much worried about our son, Billy,” she said. “He is 
but has begun to stutter terribly. 
Thus far I haven't known just 
what to do about it, so I have re- 
frained from mentioning his diffi- 
culty to him. Dr. Crane, what 
should I do, and how can we cure 
his suttering?” 


* * * 
DIAGNOSIS: It is fortunate 


that Matilda has refrained from 
mentioning Billy’s speech difficul- 
ty before the boy, for that is one 
g00d way to make a child a per- 
manent stutterer. During the years 
from 2 to 5 it is quite normal and 
natupal for children to _ stutter. 
This pre-school stuttering is usual- 
ly quite different from the variety of stuttering which we see 
in adolescents and adults as a result of emotional conflicts or 
social fears. Billy’s stuttering is due simply to the fact that his 
“understanding” vocabulary far outnumbers his “speaking” vo- 
cabulary. He can think faster and more richly than he can 
utter words to express his views. In this situation, it is quite 
natural that he should stumble in his speech, vainly trying to 
select words with which to express himself. 
aoe it 

YOU READERS can appreciate Billy’s dilemma by remem- 
bering how you performed when you first began studying a 
foreign language. You could read or understand far more of the 
language than you could speak. Our “receiving” vocabulary 
when learning a new language usually is much greater than 
our “broadcasting” or speaking vocabulary. This is exactly the 
difficulty confronting children from 2 to 3 years of age. Their 
stuttering should consequently be ignored. It will disappear 
spontaneously by the time they enter kindergarten or first 
grade. 

But if’a worried parent tries to correct the child sharply, 
thus injecting emotional conflicts regarding his perfectly normal 
stuttering, the youngster may grow very self-conscious regard- 
ing his speech. If neurotic or fearful parents make an issue of 
his speech, trying to force the child to repeat words slowly and 
think before he speaks, they may do a good job of making a 
real or permanent stutterer out of the child. 

ee * 

THE NEXT TWO periods when stuttering is likely to occur 
fall at the emotionally exciting stages of early puberty and the 
first dates. I have already discussed earlier this week, some 
cousins of stuttering, such as blushing, spastic colitis, a “nervous” 
stomach and the like. These conditions need to be cured for 
the happiness and greater efficiency of the victim. Stutterers 
can break the vicious habit if they can alter the speaker-audi- 
ence situation. 

Thus, they usually sing, for they have thus altered the 
“speaker” element of the emotiona] habit. If, moreover, they 
speak to dogs or horses, they have changed the “audience” fac- 

tor, afid can usually talk freely. For further psychological ad- 
vice on “How to Cure Stuttering,” send me a long stamped, 
self-addressed envelope with a dime for printing costs.

Spas Versus 
Open Spaces 
For Vacations

S THERE any advantage in a 

vacation at a resort for mineral 

springs, or can’t you do as much 
good taking to the great open 
spaces? 


Spa treatment seems to have 
more or less gone out of fashion 
and undeservedly so. It used to be 
the regular thing for the family to 
vacation at the springs—now the 
regular thing is to get in the au- 
tomohbile and ride, ride, ride. 

It certainly can be said, in gen- 
eral, that the ride-ride-ride vacation 
is best suited to young and vigor- 
ous members of the family. It’s 
likely to make the older ones need 
a little time to rest to recover from 
their vacation. They can have a 
good, restful, healthy spell at the 
springs, though. 

When you get down to analyze 
the good that mineral springs do, 
you must acknowledge that the 
routine life imposed on you at the 
spa is of more value than the wa- 
ters. All good spas now have ar- 
rangements for baths, dietary regu- 
lation, exercise and massage, and 
competent medical consultation is 
available to outline a proper daily 
routine. 

This treatment is of value in 
chronic disabling conditions includ- 
ing those affecting the heart and 
circulation, rheumatism, digestive- 
chronic stomach, intestinal and gall- 
bladder conditions, nervous and, 
occasionally, skin troubles. 

Different mineral waters are of 
value because of their alkaline 
properties, salts of calcium or 
phosphate, mild laxative properties, 
iron content or natural heat. 
Whether the minute amounts of 
radium some of them contain do 
any good is doubtful.

WATER AS A CATHARTIC: In 
thinking of natural cathartics, we 
stress the value of roughage foods 
and give no attention to the claims 
of plain, good old-fashioned water. 

Water—six to eight glasses a day, 
more in summer time—is necessary 
for the maintenance of the equilib- 
rium of the body. As a cathartic it 
initiates the peristaltic movements 
of the intestine gently and natural- 
ly. Water immediately leaves the 
stomach and as soon as it reaches 
the intestine it stimulates the in- 
testinal muscle to movement, 

This is the reason for the good 
effect of a glass or two of hot wa- 
ter drunk in the early morning be- 
fore breakfast. They should be 
taken slowly while dressing.
